that suihleiily rang out ami broke the 
silliness of the Suhliatli ila\ . at 11 :!.') 
o'cloi'k Sunday. .Ministers i iii sliorl 
their si'rmon- and the loafers on 
the stri ct ruriiers took up the cry 
and soon the city was alive with a 
crowd of exi iled nii n, women and 
children hurrying to and fro 
with alarm depicted on their faces.

There were -evcral 
lal cars slaiiding on tlie track and 
these priilis leil ihe lumber to smiie 
xieni anil lielpeil to stop the prog- 
I'ss of the ilevoiiring elenient. The 
mill was saved by the haiiiest. The 
Ibiuring mills of K. I..
